An International ACinister. 


The inclement weather we have been ex- 
periencing recently apparently has no 
terrors for Mr. M. R. Heffernan, T.D., 
the new head of the Department of Posts 
and Telegraphs; for he is to be found 
hard working at his post all day—lI 
am not sure whether 
[ could not add 
all night — Jong. 
lt is a chartac: 
teristic of Mr. Heffer- 
nan that, whatever 
duty falls to his 
lot, he ‘pitches 
into’’ it night and 
day until he has mas- 
tered all its details. 

Although still a 

young man, he has a 
varied and _ interest- | 
ing career, more sO, ‘ee 
perhaps, than is Mr. Herrernan. 
generally known. 
Originally a bank official (he is proud of 
his certificate as an Associate of the 
Institute of Bankers), he emigrated to 
Canada early in lite and served as an 
officer in the Canadian Forces. Later he 
returned to Ireland and to farming in his 
native Tipperary ; became Secretary of the 
South Tipperary Farmers’ Union, then a 
Farmers’ deputy in Dail Eireann: acted 
as General Secretary of the Irish Farmers’ 
Union during Senator O’Hanlon’s absence 
in Australia last year, and subsequently 
became Leader of the Farmers’ Party in 
the Dail. 

A man of fine physique and great 
physical strength, ‘‘ Mick” Heffernan. in 
the “old” days achieved much distinc- 
tion as a sportsman. As a sprinter he 
had few equals in the 100 yards, 220 
and 440; he played Rugby for Cork 
Constitution and for Ireland in all 
matches «during the year 1911. Both 
in Ireland and in Canada he also dis- 
tinguished himself as an oarsman. No 
doubt, that “‘heckler’’ at Nenagh during 
the general election of September last did 
not know his man when he struck Mr. 
Heffernan while the Jatter was trving to 
save a supporter from violence. But he 
knows now, I have no doubt.

Old Cycling Days. 


Your reference to cycling in the 
‘nineties, writes a correspondent, reminds 
me of the “Ohne Hast” Cycling Club, 
founded by the late R. J. Mecredy, 
affectionately known as '“Arjav.” J am 
afraid the motto of the club, *‘Ohne Hast 
Ohne Rast,’’ was a very unapplicable one, 
as the feats of endurance accomplished by 
some of the lady members especially 
showed little regard for rest. 

Cycling among women caught on in this 
country several years before women 
ventured to mount the wheel in England— 
one of the lady members of the club, Miss 
Beatrice Grimshaw, accomplished the feat 
of a non-stop run from Dublin to Castlebar 
and back. This lady, with Mrs. R. J. 
Mecredy, also rode up the ‘‘ Long Hill’’ 
of the Sugar Loaf without dismounting, 
a test of endurance especially in those 
days when such things as. three-speed 
gears were unknown. Miss Grimshaw 
afterwards went to New Guinea and is 
well known as a graphic writer about that, 
to a large extent, still unexplored country. 

‘‘Arjay’’ was a champion racing cyclist 
in his day, and one of my earliest recol- 
lections is seeing him riding on one of 
the old high bicycles in the College bicycle 
races. He pemained true to his first love, 
the bicycle “and rode regularly in and out 
from Bray to his Dublin office.

Guinness and Power.

One of the most interesting items I find 
in one of the volumes is one recording 
that during the eighteenth, century the 
famous ‘‘ Liber Albus,’’ or White Book, 
passed out of the custody of the Muni- 
cipal Coune:l, In 1829 it was sold at a 
hook auction and purchased by Sir 
William Betham, Deputy-Keeper of the 
Records. The Corporation acquired the 
manuscript from Sir’ William in the 
year 1830 for £150. This unique book 
contains the following memorandum in 
quaint old writing: ‘‘This boke from

THE NIGHTLY HEAVENS. 
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PLANETS, MOON AND STARS. 


THE INVISIBLE COMET. 


From Our ASTRONOMICAL CORRESPONDENT. 


Mercury will not be visible to the naked 
eye this month, but will be within sight 
in the evening twitight early in February. 
Venus is still, and for several months to 
come, a morning star, but with gradually 
diminishing lustre, as she approaches 
Inferior Conjunction. She will not be 
seen again in the evening sky till the end 
of 1928. Mars rises between 5 and 6 a.m. 
He also, like Venus, will not be visible 
under favourable conditions till the close 
of the year just beginning. 

Jupiter, ‘the only bright planet now in 
the evening sky, sets before 11 p.m., and, 
therefore, must be looked for as early in 
thé evening hours as possible. Shadow 
transits may be seen on the following 
dates, at convenient hours :—January 2, 
& 5, 9, 10, 12, 16, 19, 26, 27, 2. On 
December 8th the unusually interesting 
phenomenon of the occultation of a star 
by Jupiter was observed at Armagh. The 
occultation of a star by a planet (other 
than the Moon) is very rare, and is of 
more than mere sentimental interest as a 
rarity ; for it throws light on the ques- 
tion of the atmospheric surroundings of 
the planet. In this case the star, a 7th 
magnitude one, and so pretty bright in 
the telescope, was visible right up to the 
planet’s limb, indicating little atmosphere 
outside Jupiter’s visible border. A few 
years ago a similar occultation by Saturn 
enabled proof to be obtained that the 
planet’s rings are transparent; for the 
star was seen through them. Saturn‘is:a 
morning star at present, but still too near 
the Sun to be at all well seen. 

Uranus is very close to Jupiter at the 
end of the month, and Neptune to the 
bright star Regulus in Leo, at the be- 
ginning. The nearest approaches will be 
a the 8th and the 23rd respectively. 
THe Moon :— 

Full Moon on the 7th, at 6.8 a.m. 

Last Quarter on the 14th, at 9.14 p.m. 

New Moon on the 22nd, at 8.19 p.m. 

First Quarter on the 29th, at 7.26 p.m. 

The Moon will be in Conjunction with 
Saturn on the 19th, at 6 a.m. ; with Venus 
on the same date at noon, with Mars on 
the 20th at noon, and with Mercury on 
the 23rd at 2 p.m. Venus will be in Con- 
junction with Saturn on the 16th, at 5 
p.m. The Conjunction of the waning 
crescent of the Moon witn Venus and 
Saturn should provide early birds with a 
pretty and striking celestial spectacle in 
the early morning hours of the 19th. 
Venus passes half a degree North of 
Saturn on the 16th, and the Moon passes 
South of both planets within a few hours 
of each other on the 19th. As the Moon 
is then only three days from New, she 
will be a slender crescent, with the 
‘earth-shine ’’ showing conspicuously on 
her dark hemisphere. Mars also is not 
far off, the moon reaching Conjunction 
with him 24 hours later. The Moon and 
the two planets all rise soon after 5 a.m. 
on that morning. Daylight does not begin 
to appear till about 7 a.m., so there will 
be two hours during which the group may 
be observed. 

THe Sun:— 

The Earth is in Perihelion on the 4th, 
we being then about three million miles 
nearer to the Sun than we are at mid- 
summer. Solar activity continues to be 
disappointing, and in strong contrast with 
that of October, 1926. There are always 
some spots to be seen, but they are small, 
and of no particular interest. The 
maximum is due this year, but seems in 
no hurry to materialise. 

THe STARS :~ 

The following is the position of the 
various star-groups at midnight, January 
Ist; at 11 p.m. on the 15th, and at 10 
p.m. on the 30th. 

Canis Major and Gemini are on the 
Meridian. The bright star Sirius, the 
brightest in the heavens, is just due 
South. Orion, Taurus and Auriga are

In the 
present case the preliminary calculations 
proved to be unduly optimistic as to its 
chances of visibility in British skies. In 
addition, the weather was persistently 
sulky at the date, December 18th, when it 
was expected to show itself in the West 
after sunset. It was glimpsed, I hear, at 
some places in Germany, but weather 
conditions here were hopeless. Even the 
Sun himself was not seen at Armagh, 
with the exception of one fleeting glimpse, 
from December 10th to 24th; and it re- 
quires a very clear sky, and a dark one 
as well, to do justice to a comet. 

The present generation has had little 
experience of comets. With the exception

THE INCEPTION OF THE 
NATIONAL MUSEUM. 


Th foundation stone of the National Museum 
and National Library buildings, Dublin, was 
laid by the late King Edward VII., as Prince 
of Wales, on the 10th of April, 1885. 

When the two lagers: a were c: mpleted 
and opened to the public on the 29th of 
August, 1890, by the Lord Lieutenant, Lord 
Houghton, many treasures had been collected 
and stored in the new Museum. 

The Art Collections from the Royal Dublin 
Society and the Museum of Irish Industry, 
the Geological Survey Collections from the 
Roval College of Science and the Herbarium, 
with the Economic Collection from the 
Botanic Gardens, were brought together in 
the new Museum building. ~ 

The books which formed the original Royal 
Dublin Society Library, with others subse- 
quently acquired, were placed in the new 
National Library. The Antiquities Collection 
of the Royal Irish Academy, with other 
antiquities lent to the Academy by the Royal 
Dublin Society, were handed over by the 
Academy and placed in charge of an officer 
of the y Gibe eil a who was transíerred to the 
Government service. 

About the same time the Board of Trinity 
College presented to the Museum the Halliday 
Mollectign of Insects, and placed the Ethno- 
logical Collection made by Captain Cook, the 
celebrated navigator, on loan in the Museum. 

INCEPTION OF THE PROJECT. 

The establishment of this great central group 
of institutions arose out of the decisions of a 
Commission appointed by the Government in 
1868 to inquire into the best means of con- 
stituting a separate Department for Science 
and Art for Ireland analogous to the existing 
one in London for the United Kingdom. 

Leinster House, the centre of this group, 
had been the property of the Royal Dublin 
Society—then known as the Tnblin Socijetv— 
since 1814. Ahout that date a very interesting 
personality, Charles Lewis Giesecke, was ap- 
pointed to the professorship of mineralogy 
in the Society’s Museum. 

The history of this gentleman shows him 
to have been of a versatile and adventurous 
disposition. Born in Augsburg in 1761, he 
first showed a keen desire for a stage career, 
especially for mesic and opera. He followed 
the stage for a time, and appeared as Hamlet 
in a translation of the plav produced at 
Vienna. In 1786 he is stated to have heen 
engaged in editing a newspaper devoted to 
theatrical interests in Regensberg. Between 
the vears 1791 and 1799 he produced the 
libretti and music of a number of operas. 

He was a friend of Schiller. Klopstock and 
Goethe. and is held by some to have been the 
original of ‘‘ Wilhelm Meuster.’’ He was also an 
intimate of Mozart, and had a large share in 
the libretto of ‘‘ The Magic Flute.” 

FROM MUSIC TO MINERALOGY, 

It was not until 1794 that Giesecke took up 
the serious study of mineralogy, though he 
had always been interested in it. After that 
he travelled a great deal in pursuit of his 
new passion. In 1806 the King of Denmark 
sent him to Greenland to study mineralogy 
and mmke charts. His discoveries in relation 
to the old Norwegian colonists who had 
settled some nine hundred years previously 
on the east coast of Greenland were after- 
wards published in the Transactions of the 
Royal Irish Academy. 

During his time in Greenland he suffered 
great privations. A portion of the collection 
of minerals he made there was shipped to 
Copenhagen, and met with misfortune. The 
ship conveying it was captured by a French 
wivateer, which later encountered an Eng- 
lish frigate, and the collection twice changed 
hands. 

The English ship brought its booty to 
Leith, and it was sold to a banker named 
Allen, from Edinburgh. To that city the 
intrepid Giesecke repaired in pursuit of his 
dearly-won treasures, and made the acquaint- 
ance of their new owner. 

GIESECKE IN DUBLIN. 

Soon after that we hear of him as Pro- 
fessor of Mineralogy in the Dublin Society, 
with charge of the Natural History Collec- 
tions. Amongst the mica group of the collec- 
tion is a mineral called gieseckite, after 
Giesecke, who brought it from Greenland. 

At the time of his appointment Giesecke 
was unable to lecture in English, but, as 
might be expected, he attacked the study of 
the language with enthusiasm, and very 
shortly was able to speak it with ease. 

In 1825 he undertook a mineralogical tour 
in Galway, Mayo, and Achill. In the follow- 
ing year he explored Donegal, and, in 1828, 
Londonderry, Antrim, and Tyrone. 

Sir Charles Giesecke, K.D., as he was 
generally known from 1816, when he was 
made a knight of the jes Order of the 
Danneburg, died very suddenly in 1833. In 
Dublin life he had been a very popular figure, 
and a tablet to his memory was á ages in St. 
George’s Church. His portrait by Sir Henry 
Raeburn was presented by his friend, Sir 
George Mackenzie, to the Dublin Society. 
and hung in the reception room in Leinster 
House. 


GOOD BOXING FILM. 


REALISM IN NEW ENGLISH 
PRODUCTION. 


Shown to the film trade at the Corinthian 
Cinema, Dublin, yesterday, ““The Ring, a 
British International production, is one of the 
best pictures of the kind yet produced in 
England. Dublin cinema patrons will remem- 
ber '“ The Lodger,’’ a fine mystery story, 
which was adapted by Alfred Hitchcock (who 
is regarded by many as the foremost British 
producer) from the novel by Mrs. Belloc 
Lowndes. It made a great “hit,” and was 
in pleasant contrast with many American 
productions. ‘‘ The Ring’’ is the work of the 
same young producer, and while the story 
runs in well-worn grooves it is told with 
convincing realism, and the interest is main- 
tained to the end. 

The photography is excellent, and the prin- 
cipal players—Lilian Hall Davis, Carl 
Brisson and Jan Hunter—get every ounce out 
of the drantatic situations. Briefly, the theme 
is ““the eternal triangle,’’ the protagonists 
leig two professional pugilists and the wife 
of one of them. There is an exciting scene 
in a night club, where the aggrieved hushand 
‘knocks out”’ the other man; but this is 
merely the prelude to a wonderfully staged 
hoxing match between the two in the Albert 
Hall, London. This part of the film actually 
was taken in the Albert Hall, and was 
refereed by no less a person than Mr. Eugene 
Corri, known in boxing circles the world over. 
The rounds are fought with remarkable 
realism. There is really good boxing between 
Carl Brisson, who is an ex-champion of the 
Danish Navy (a fact that few of those who 
recognise his histrionic ability are aware of) 
and Ian Hunter, who also knows a good deal 
about the art of the ring. Lilian Hall Davis

By a evrtious coincidence I had hardly 
written the paragraph above, about the 
disappointing degree of solar activity, 
when a bright aurora made its appear- 
ance. From 9 to 10 o'clock on the eveniny 
of December 28th.a very strong series of 
auroral arches were seen at Armagh, with 
some indication of the usual streamers. 
The display appeared suddenly and faded 
as suddenly. Examination of the Sun 
next day revealed nothing startling, but 
one moderate group of spots had just 
passed the central meridian. It must 
have been one of unusual maguetic energy 


for its size.

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THE PROVISION 
PROGRAMME, 
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_Preparations for the visit of President 
Cosgrave and his party to the United 
States of America are being rapidly pushed 
forward, but it is not yet possible to give 
definite details of their programme. 
The party will leave Kingstown for 
Southampton on the evening of January 
10th, and will sail on the Kiaid day on 
the White Star liner Homeric. They hope 
to reach New York about January 19th. 

It was at first intended that the party 
should go direct to Washington, in order 
to pay their respects to President Coolidee, 
but as he will be absent from Washington 
at that time they will proceed to Chicago, 
where they will remain from January 20th 
to 22nd.

BOYCOTT ENDORSED.

MADRAS, Friday. 

Great Britain’s economic policy in India 
was attacked to-day in the presidential 
address of Sir Ibrahim Rahimtocla, at 
the Indian Industrial and Commercial 
Congress, which is meeting here. Sir 
Ibrahim contended that this policy was 
predominently dictated by British in- 
terests, and appealed to the Viceroy, 
Lord Irwin, to evolve, in collaboration 
with the best men in commercial India, 
measures to promote Indian prosperity. 

The Congress unanimously passed a 
resolution in favour of the boycott of the 
Simon Commission as a protest against 
the insult implied by the exclusions of 
Indians. 

A resolution has also been passed, 
urging that there should be an effective 
maiority of elected representatives of 
Indian commerce on the directorate of the 
projected reserve bank, and demanding 
that the principle of a State bank should 
not be abandoned. It has further, been 
decided that the protection of the textile 
industry should be asked for by the um- 
mediate imposition, as a beginning, of a 
four per cent. extra duty on piece goods. 


STORY OF £1.500.000 
INHERITANCE. 


ESTATE OF HAMBURG 

SHIPOWNER. 

“Tue TIMES” CoRRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Friday. 

A story of a big inheritance in England, 
said to be something like £1,500,000, 
falling to the descendants of a Hamburg 
shipowner, who died in 1825, is published 
in the Berlin Press to-day, as issued by 
the Wolff News Agency. 

Over one hundred years ago, it is said, 
a Fraulein Vollstede married a Bruns- 
wicker named Erich Mansfield, who 
became a shipowner at Hamburg, and died 
in Ceylon in 1825, Jeaving a fortune of 
£15,000. 

The widow moved to Vienna, where she 
died two years later. She left a strange 
will, in which it was laid down “that 
the fortune should not go to the immediate 
heirs, but should lie intact for one 
hundred years. The money was invested 
in England, where, according to the 
accounts published, it has grown with 
interest and careful administration into a 
very large sum, £1,500,000 being 
mentioned. 

The hundred years have now elapsed, 
and the children and grandchildren of the 
heirs whose inheritance was withheld 
become entitled to share the fortuse. 

According to a representative of the 
Brunswick branch of the Mansfield family, 
two hundred and fifty persons have already 
entered clairns, The execution of the will 
has been placed in the hands of a Berlin 
lawyer, Dr. Ludwig Ruge. The cautious 
attitude adopted by Dr. Ruge makes it 
impossible, as yet, to confirm the details 
published ; but, in reply to inquiries, the 
lawyer admits that there is truth in the 
story, and that he has been entrusted with 
the case. At present. however, he is 
not in a position to give any information, 
or even to say which details, if any, are 
inaccurate. Possibly, pending the receipt 
of further information, he is unable to 
confirm the figures, which may turn out 
to have been exaggerated.

IN A DESERT. 
A F ORCED DESCENT. 


WIDE AREA BEING 
SEARCHED. 
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BAGHDAD, Friday. 

The air liner, with mails, failed to 
arrive last night from Cairo. <A wireless 
message from the pilot was picked up 
saying that he had been forced to land 
in the desert some two hundred miles to 
the west of Baghdad. 

Another Imperial Airways liner, which 
left Baghdad early this morning, failed to 
find the missing machine in the position 
indicated, and the search is being resumed 
this afternoon over an area thirty miles 
south of the usual track. The machine 
carrying out the search is piloted by 
Captain Warner, whose wife is a passenger 
in the missing liner. 

Three of the biggest machines belonging 
to the Royal Air Force left Baghdad early 
this afternoon to join in the search. The 
position is complicated by the presence, 
Sfty miles south of the usual track, of 
Akhwan tribesmen, whose welcome of the 
stranded liner woul be, to say the least, 
doubtful. 


LACK OF FUEL 
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CAUSE OF THE LANDING. 

According to information received at 
Croydon Aerodrome, London, last night, 
the enforced landing of an air liner in a 
desert in Iraq was not caused by engine 
trouble. The pilot apparently failed to 
locate the aerodrome at Rutbah Wells, a 
re-fueling station between Cairo and 
Baghdad, and had to descend owing to 
lack of fuel. ; 

These Empire air liners, which are 
driven by three Bristol-Jupiter engines 
together of nearly 1,500 horse-power, curry 
a supply of emergency rations in addition 
to desert equipment in case of forced 
landings. 

This is the first forced landing on the 
Cairo-Baghdad route in twelve months of 
operation. 


ANXIETY IN BAGHDAD. 

From “ Tue Tres ’’ CorRESPONDENT. 

BAGHDAD, Friday. 

Some anxiety is felt for the safety of 
the air liner due in Baghdad last night 
from Cairo. A wireless message received 
from Mr. Dudley Travers, the pilot, states 
that he was compelled to land last night 
between landing grounds 4 and 5, about 
two hundred miles west of Baghdad. - He 
asked for the despatch of a car with 
petrol from Rutba, about one hundred and 
eighty miles west of Baghdad, on the 
motor road to Beirut. 

An Imperial Airways machine, piloted 
by Captain Warner, left Baghdad this 
morning, but it failed to locate the air 
liner between the two landing grounds 
named, and is now searching the territory 
thirty to forty miles south of the usual 
track. 

No further message has been received 
from the missing machine. Wahahbi tribes- 
men, recently engaged in raids on the Iraq 
frontier, aré reported to be roaming in 
the territory fifty miles south of Rutba.

SUCCOUR ON SKIS. 


POSTMAN FROZEN TO 
DEATH ON HIS ROUND. 
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By Press ASSOCIATION WEATHER EXPERT. 

Very severe weather continued in most 
parts of England yesterday, though in the 
northermost counties, as well as in Scot- 
land, the temperature rose to about forty 
degrees in many districts. Over a wide 
area in the Midlands and South the frost 
was uninterrupted for the third day in 
succession. 

Some snow fell in the South-West oí 
England and in parts of Ireland, but many 
regions again enjoyed frequent sunshine. 
Last evening the cold became very intense 
round London, and as early as 6 p.m. the 
thermometer had dropped to nineteen de- 
grees at Croydon. 

Ther are no indications of a break in 
the wintry spell over most of England. 
Milder Atlantic breézes may invade Ire- 
land and Western Scotland during the 
week-end, bringing snow, followed by sleet 
or rain, but other districts are likely to 
remain under the protection of a big fine 
weather area centred over Scandinavia. 

The frost is expected still further to 
tighten its grip on the Midlands and South 
of England, and there is a considerable 
likelihood that temperatures in the neigh- 
bourhood of zero will be registered on the 
snow at some places inland. Skating, 
which has already begun in a few districts, 
will soon become more general. Fog will 
develop locally, but over most of the 
country there should be consi@erable 
sunny periods. 


RELIEF AEROPLANES 
FLY TO-DAY. 
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INSTRUCTIONS BY RADIO 
TO ISOLATED VILLAGES. 


The Salvation Army is endeavouring to 
arrange for six aeroplanes to carry milk 
and concentrated foodstuffs to people in 
need in isolated, areas. 

The ‘planes are expected to leave Stag 
Lane Aerodrome at 8 o'clock this morning, 
and to fly over Addington, Lingfield, Red- 
hill, Seven Oaks, a radius of fifteen miles 
around Winchester, Salisbury Plain, and 
Andover districts. 

People who wish to obtain food were re- 
quested in a message broadcast last night 
to make a circle not less than fifteen feet 
across of clothes, or other dark objects, 
in order to attract the attention of those 
in the aeroplanes. 

A Salvation Army official said last night 
that about 1,000lbs. of tinned and con- 
centrated foods had been prepared to be 
taken up in the 'planes, which would carry 
a pilot with a passenger to drop the food. 
About 200]bs. of provisions would be taken 
up by each machine. 


SKI-ING EXPEDITION FOR FOOD. 

Many roads about Caterham, Surrey, 
are still completely blocked.” One of them 
runs across Coulsdon Common from Cater- 
ham Hill, and is one of the main roads to 
Croydon, two to three miles long, but it 
has not been possible to use it all the 
week. 

All the roads approaching Woldingham 
Village are impassable. A gang of men 
started yesterday to cut a pathway from 
the village, but last night had got only 
about half a mile, because the snow, which 
is 14 feet deep in some places, has been 
frozen.

EX-SOLDIER DIES TRYING 
TO DELIVER MAIL, 


‘The man died gallantly doing his 
duty, and as much credit is due to him as 
if he had fallen serving his King and 
country on the field of battle,” said Mr. 
D. J. ‘Treasure, the Monmouthshire 
Coroner, at Pontnewydd, Monmouthshire, 
yesterday, when opening the inquest on 
Godfrey Charles Waite (38), an anxiliary 
postman, of Cwmbran. -Waite’s body was 
found by a milkman on Boxing Day lying 
in the snow. The post bag, containing a 
number of letters, lay underneath it. 

A brother of Waite, giving evidence, 
said that he thought his brother must 
have taken a short cut to a mountain 
farm. This meant crossing a barbed wire 
fence, and in doing it his hands evidently 
had been badly lacerated; for a trail of 
blood led beyond the fence for a distance 
of from twenty to twenty-five yards. 
Probably finding the blizzard too much for 
him, he returned to the fence and hung 
on to the wire in an effort to keep his 
feet. The wire bore traces of blood for 
scme distance. 

A man, living a short distance away, 
said that Waite called at his house at 
5.30 p.m. on Christmas Day and delivered 
some letters. The storm was then at its 
height. 

Dr. Carlton Jones said that there was 
an agonised expression on Waite’s face. 
The features were contorted, as if he had 
suffered terrible pain. Death was caused 
by cardiac failure, due to exposure to the 
intense cold and driving snow on 
Christmas Day. 

Waite’s clothes, said a police constable, 
were frozen on his body, and his coat 
could only be removed with the greatest 
difficulty. : 

The Coroner, in recording a verdict in 
accordance with the medical evidence, 
said that there was no provision for com- 
pensation for the families of auxiliary 
postmen, but this was certainly a case 
in which it should be granted.

ACRE AND A HALF OF 
SHEDS DESTROYED. 


A fire broke out yesterday afternoon at 
the LEdison-Bell Gramaphone Works, 
Huntingdon, and within an hour wooden 
buildings covering an acre and a half 
were burned to the ground. The main 
works were saved. 

The workpeople had just returned from 
dinner when the” alarm was given, and 
were able to leave in safety. As a result 
cf the fire between 400 and 500 workers 
have been thrown out of employment. 

The work’s fire brigade made gallant 
attempts to cope with the outbreak, but 
the terrific heat gradually drove them 
back, and the Huntingdon fire brigade was 
called. In the store room, which was 
destroyed, were large quantities of grama- 
phone records ready for delivery, aid 
many wireless sets. The firm had been 
working at high pressure to deal with 
heavy orders received before Christmas. 
Yesterday was pay-day at the works, and 
the wages were buried in a safe under the 
burning débris. 

The works are close,to the London and 
North-Eastern main line, and the 
passengers in passing trains had a full 
view of the blaze. The flames rose to a 
great height. 

When the fire was at its worst the 
adjoining premises of a firm of builders 
and contractors were in great danger. 
The fire spread to the roof of a joinery 
shop, but the united efforts of the firemen 
and a number of voluntary helpers pre- 
vented the premises from becoming further 
involved. The buildings destroyed were 
originally used as an aeroplane factory 
during the war, and were later occupied 
by a clock and gramaphone company. 


FINANCE. 
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REDUCTION IN DISCOUNT 
RATE.

PARIS, Friday. 

It is pointed out here that, following yes 
terday’s reduction from five to four per cent., 
the discount rate of the Bank of France ts 
now at a level that has not been officially 
practicable since the war, and is lower than 
that of all issue banks of the larger 
countries, with the exception of the United 
States. 

The Journal of Industry writes :—The 
reduction demonstrates the perfect soundness 
of financial conditions, and was evidently 
decided on by the bank in view of the excep- 
tional abundance of funds that characterises 
the money market at the moment.

DECISION IN REMUS CASE,

The pound 
sterling has come to its own again in the 
chief markets of the world, and in Wall 
street stands phenomenally high, while the 
efforis of the Treasury to reduce the pres- 
sure which the early repayment of short- 
term obligations might occasion have been 
so far satisfactory. In one respect, in- 
deed, our hopes in the field of finance 
have been grievously disappoinfed. 
large economies we were bidden to expect 
have not been effected. Disappointment 
on this subject is widely feit by all classes 
among the supporters of the Government. 
[It checks the confidence in the future 
which is essential to commercial recovery, 
and it is disheartening to numbers of their 
well-wishers in the constituencies. 

The position an trade and commerce 
looks decidedly less unpromising than it 
seemed last January. In foreign, as in 
home, affairs, the prospect appears to 
justify an expectation of better times. 
In the Dominions we may look forward 
for steady progress in the development 
of their natural riches and for some 
interesting features in internal polit cs. 
But it is in India that the greatest and 
the most difficult political problems of 
the Empire come up for immediate dis- 
cussion. Sir John Simon’s Parliamentary 
Commission begins its preliminary inquiry 
into them.this year, and the future 
government of India will largely depend 
upon the nature of its report for the 
guidance of Parliament. The inquiry is 
a momentous event in the history of the 
whole Tmpire, and there is every reason 
to hope that the noisy agitation which is 
being conducted against its constitution 
and its competence will fail to impede 
its labours, if. indeed, it does not die 
down before those labours begin: In 
India, as in all other parts of the Empire 
and of the world, we can look forward 
with calm hope, but with no overweening 
presumption. Our best grounds for that 
hope are our consciousness that the peace 
and welfare of all peoples are our dearest 
wish and the knowledge that peace is the 
supreme desire of all civilised mankind.

FOU R-HUNDRED-ACRE 
SITE. 
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For five years a man has been working 
in a room of the Savoy Hotel, London, 
perfecting a scheme to establish, near 
Elstree, Hertfordshire, a Hollywood, like 
the film-producing centre of the United 
States. He is Mr. Ludwig Blattner, who 
recently acquired the British film rights 
of ‘‘ Jew Siiss.’’ He explained to a Press 
Association representative last night all 
that he means to accomplish. 

“ I have acquired the land rights to the 
greater portion of the district from Bore- 
ham Wood, near Elstree, down to near 
‘Radlett, for the purpose óf opening a film 
colony,” he said. ‘‘ This covers about 
This part of the dis- 
trict will, in future, be known as ‘ Holly- 
wood, England.’ 

“Tt is going to become, if I succeed, the 
centre of the film-producing industry im 
Europe. The British International Films, 
LLtd., a company which has the largest 
film studios'in Europe near this spot, has 
agreed for postal purposes to call the place 
‘Hollywood-England.’ I hope—and I am 
doing this all single-handed at the 
moment—it will become even greater than 
the Hollywood of America. 

“In the colony I intend to have film 
studios, pretty villas, a hospital, a hotel 
with 150 bedrooms, an aeroplane flub, a 
cinema. I have been working with Mr. 
Robert Atkinson, the architect preparing 
the plans. 

‘My plans are all complete now. It 
has taken me five years to complete them 
here in this room, working four days a 
week. I hope start building in 
February, so that the studio and the hotel 
will be ready at the end of the summer, 
when film producing will start imme- 
diately. The number of studios to be 
erected is not yet known; that depends 
on requirements. The studios will have 
the largest stages in the world, measuring 
350 feet bv 100 feet. There will also be 
large foundries, carpenters’ shops, electri- 
cal shops, wardrobe luildings, and a 
thousand other film-producing requisites. 


A FM COLONY. 


“ The prospect of a film city is bound to 
appeal, and anyone will be able to take a 
villa. The erection of tactories or other 
industrial machines not concerned in film- 
making will be discouraged. We want 
‘Hollywood, Herts.. England,’ to be a 
real film colony—and a film colony only. 

“I am going to start a film company, 
which will control the land and produce 
in the largest. studio, and the other studios 
will be let out to film companies which 
have plenty of talent, but no real studios 
in which to work at the moment. 

‘The advantages of this film centralisa- 
tion are apparent. T hope that besides 
giving a great impetus to the industrv 
and helping to find the wonderful 
talent that has lain dormant: for 
so many years, we shall also have the pick 
of the world coming across. 

“Tt took Hollywood twenty vears to 
grow to her present size, and I feel con- 
vinced that ‘Hollywood-England’ will 
take far less time than that. England has 
been wanting such a place for years.
